AN EASTERN NAVY. 


Unsper this title Mr. Demetrius 
©. Boulger writes an article in the 
current number of the “Contem- 
porary,” an article which has sugges- 
tions well worthy careful considera 
tion and possibly adoption. It is 
good to look forward in these days as 
our fathers did acentury ago. We 
still stand in the proud ‘position of 
the paramount sea-power. That fact, 
and that fact alune, has made the 
history of the past two years possible. 
But the signs that our sea supremacy 
is to be challenged are too plain to 
be misunderstood, and it behoves us 
at once to set about the preparation 
of our reply. It is not likely that 
there will be any shrinking on our 
part. We must be supreme or 
nothing. There is no middle course, 
[and those who thiow down the 
| gauntlet may just as well understand 
| that at once. Doubtless Mr. Labou- 
| chere and his Little-England friends 
| will decry all such sentiments 
‘as rank Jingoism, but there is 

no Jingoism at all about them. 











It is plain enough to us and to the| 


majority of the members of the 
British Empire that our heritage will 
| remain ours to have and to hold only 
so long as our strong right arm is 


able to protect it, and that when that 
day ceases our friends and rivals will 
help themselves, and it is equally 
evident that a‘scattered realm auch 
as ours can be protected only by that 
power which rules the waves. Hence 
the necessity of our case. It is the 
simple law of self-preservation that 
points the path we have to go. No 
one need fear an abuse of the 
strength thus entrusted to us. Dur- 
ing all the years that ours have 
overshadowed other fleets we have 
remembered that however excellent 
it is to have a giant’s strength, ‘tis 
tyrannovs to use it as a giant.” 





Our war in South Africa was 
forced on us. It was from the begin- 
ning awhite man’s war. It was 


more of the nature of a civil embroil- 
ment than an effort against foreign 
agzression, and as the Boers were 
few in number, and allied in race, 
the many resources of the Empire in 
races other than British were not 
drawn upon. We might have had 
Afghans and Baluchis, Ghurkas and 
Sikhs, Soudanese and Maoris to aid 
us. They were all too eager tor the 
fray and willingly proffered their 
services. But on the present occasion 
all their eager offers were declined. 
The enemies of our empire must 
not always expect however, to fight 
Englishmen alone, while the remain- 
der of our forces staud by with folded 
arms. Little by little the imperial 
feeling is spreading, and the empire 
in all its parts will insist, as the 
colonies have done in the present war, 
on having their fair share in its de- 
fence. We stand for peace, however, 
and have no wish to fight except in 
defence of our honour and our right. 
Mr. Boulger’s article deals espe- 
cially with the latent naval strength 
we have in our Eastern and 
Eastern possessions. He quotes Lord 
Brassey and other writers as to the 
difficulty under our present system of 
manning the fleet and keeping an effi- 
cient reserve. In what we may call the 
Encyclopedia Britannica portion of 
his paper he shows how formidable 
the Mahratta race formerly was at sea, 
and then proceeds to point out the 
various recruiting grounds at our 
disposal. The race from which our 
great Indian steamship companies 
obtain their Lascars is numerous 
enough to supply thousands of naval 
recruits, as well as mercantile deck

THE WAR IN SOUTH AFRIOA. 
London, 12th November. 


Dr. Leyds is in Berlin. ‘The terms 
on which it is alleged that ex- 
President Kriiger is prepared to make 
eace, are Home Rule for the Boer 
publics guaranteed by France and 
Russia under the Afrikunder flag, the 
Boers ceding the Rand as their 
indemnity.—Special service.

Since the 4th of November a 
hundred and sixty-eight Boers are 
reported killed and wounded, and one 
hundred and forty-nine taken pri- 
oners.— Reuter.

The Boers under De Wet have 
recently been collecting in the north- 
east of the Orange River colony, and 
columns are moving to disperse them.

There are 
numerous petroleum fields, of large size, 
in several provinces of the country, which 
if properly worked would yield great pro- 
Sts. The coal voins covor wide regi 
but at present they are worked in a 
crude way, only the surface coal being 
taken away by the native miners, who 
abandon a vein when working it becomes 
difficult. In the mountain districts of 
Persia almost every kind of mineral is to 
bo found in huge quantities, but owing to 
lack of transportation facilities, these re- 
jources are entirely undeveloped. 

















A mos distressing accident occurred 
about 6 p.m. on Tuesday evening (12th) in 
n alleyway off Miller Road, abutting on the 
Soy Lun Silk Filature. A number of 
children were playing together in the 
alleyway when suddenly, without any warn- 
ing, the party wall of ‘the Filature gave 
way and, together with some hundred 
of tons of coal which had been stacked 
against it, came down with a rush, bury- 
ing several of the helpless children’ in the 
débris. Te is ax yot impossible to tell 
the number of victims, but four dead 
hodies have already been found, and 
several children, more or less severely 
injured, have been extrieated from the 
ruins. One of the children killed was Jessie 
Hoffmann, the four-year-old daughter of 
the second mate of the C. M.S, Kweilee. 
Mr. A. H. White, U.S. Deputy Consul-

A. Dawson, and E. W. Gitford as Jurors, 
held an inquest on the body Wednesday 
afternoon, and after viewing the scene of 
the fatality, returned a verdict that 
deceased met her death on the 19th 
November, hetween 5 and 6 p.m., by the 
falling of & brick wall in an alleyway of 
Miller Road, Hongkew.

THE LICENSE CASE. 

15th November. 

JUDGMENT was delivered yesterday 
by Mr. J. Goodnow, U.S; Consul- 
General, in the case of MeNeill v. 
Dunning & Co., the case being dis- 
missed. It is, we are assured, the 
standing desire of Mr. Goodnow, as 
of all the members of the Consular 
Body, to uphold the authority of the 
Municipal Council, whenever possible, 
and it is therefore interesting to 
examine the grounds on which Mr, 
Goodnow felt himself obliged to 
dismiss this case, which, while Mr, 
MeNeill was the nominal plaintiff, 
was really brought by the Municipal 
Council, as guardians of the public 
purse. 

The case was heard on the 25th of 
October last, and it was brought by 
Mr. Duncan MeNeill, legal adviser 
to the Municipal Council, who ap- 

eared in person, against Messrs. 

unning & Co,, storekeepers, repre- 
sented by their counsel, Mr. C. R. 
Holcomb. The charge was that “on 
‘Tuesday, the 22nd day of October, 
1901, Messrs, Dunning & Co. at 
Shanghai, China, did sell to one 
Arthur Moore one bottle of whisky 
without a license, contrary to the 
provisions of Municipal By-Law No. 

XXIV.” A large number of techni- 
cal objections were raised by the 
defendant’s counsel; but proof was 
Drought of the sale of a bottle of 
whisky at Messrs. Dunning’& Co's 
store, and it appeared from the evid- 
ence of Mr. W. E. Leveson, the Act- 
ing Secretary of the Municipal Coun- 
cil, that Mr. Dunning’s real objection 
was to the class of license which the 
Council wanted him to take. It 
appears that to Mr. Johnsford, the 
overseer of taxes, the classification 
of licenses is delegated, and he settles 
the amount of license fee which each 
storekeeper shall be called upon to 
pay. Mr. Dunning, as having a store 
in a prominent position in Shanghai, 
was put in the first class and asked 
to take out a first-class license, the 
fee on which is $40, To this he 
objected, and offered to take out a 
second-class license, the fee on which 
is $20. It would seem to most peo- 
ple that this was distinctly a case for 
arrangement between Mr. Dunning 
and the Secretary of the Council, 
which should not have been brought 
into Court at all. It would have 
been a very different thing if 
Mr. Dunning had repudiated the 
authority of the By-law altogether, 
ard had refused to take out a license 
at all. 

American Consuls here, from the 
time of Mr. G. F. Seward, have been 
as a rule careful to uphold the 
powers of the Municipal Council as 
the popularly elected executive of a 
reat self-governing community, and 
if Mr, Goodnow proposed to uphold 

















the defendant's objections, it seems 
to us regrettable that he did not 


in his judgment enunciate more! 


solid grounds for his decision. 
It is perfectly arguable that if there 
were technical flaws in the plaintiff's 
case, the judge had no option but to 
acknowledge that these flaws were 
fatal. Technicalities prevail too often 
in British Courts for us to condemn 
their recognition in this case. Mr. 
Goodnow holds that there was no 
evidence to show that the $3.15 paid 
by Moore, who bought the whisky, 
was not paid for the other things he 
bought at the same time. There 
was no proof that the shopman who 
sold Moore the things was an 
employee of Messrs. Dunning & Co. 
There was no proof that the bottle 
contained whisky, and the word 
“whisky ” was not on the bottle. 

As evidence could have been 
brought of all these things, it is 
plain that Mr. Goodnow’s decision 
does not in any way prejudice the 
question of the Council’s right to 
tax storekeepers who sell Jiquors: 
and he pointed out how the Council 
should act if they want to get a 
license fee out of Messrs. Dunning. 
Under the British Licensing Act the 
steps taken by the Council were 
quite sufficient. In fact, it might 
have been specially drawn to render 
such decisions as that of yesterday 
impossible. Section 62 of that Act 
runs as follows :— 

“In proving the sale or consumption 
of intoxicating liquo: for the purpose 
of any proceedings relative to any 
offence under this Act, it shall not 
be necessary to show that any money 
actually passed or any intoxicating 
liquor ‘was actually consumed, if the 
Court hearing the case be satisfied 
that a transaction in the nature of 
a sale actually takes place, or that 
any consumption of intoxicating 
liquor was about to take place; and 
proof of consumption, or intended 
consumption of intoxicating: liquor on 
premises to which a license under 
this Act is attached, by some person 
other than the occupier of or a 
servant in such premises, shall be 
evidence that such liquor was sold 
to the person consuming, or being 
about to consume, or carrying away 
the same by or on behalf of the 
holder of such license.” 

Tt was doubtless assumed by the 
prosecution that the American code 
contains similar provisions. Pro- 
bably there is no general law on 
the subject; but we may safely 
assume that Messrs. Dunning & Co. 
have no desire to evade the payment 
of a license fee : in fact, we have Mr. 
Leveson’s statement that Mr. 
Dunning said that he was prepared 
to pay for a secund-class license. We 
think it a pity that the case was 
brought into Court at al!, though we 
are convinced the Council only acted 
out of a bond-fide desire to carry out 
the intention of the ratepayers: we 








think it a pity that the case was 
thrown out on such very narrow 
techn cal grounds: and we are con- 
vinced that no reputable storekecpers, 
like Messrs. Dunning & Co, would 
object to pay a reasonable license 
fee, if they understood that their 
competitors in business were being 
similarly treated. Our peculiar form 
of self-government is xpt to break 
down when it has to appeal to the 
various systems of law of so many 
different countries; it is better there- 
fore that diffleulties as they arise 
should be arranged by amicable 
discussion, as they generally can be. 
We have little doubt that this case 
of Messrs. Dunning & Co. can be 
much better so arranged than by 
going to law.

the best men among the Chinese 
shrink from committing themselves 
to the leadings of foreigners; but 
order will in time appear, organising 
itself out of confusion, and progress 
will be more and more direeted along

Another edict has especially com- 
mended the Viceroys Liu K‘un-yi 
and Chang Chih-tung, of Kiangnan 
and Hupeh, also K‘uei Chun, Viceroy 
of Szechuan, for taking advanced 
steps in sending selected young men 
to western countries, to round out 
their education and fit themselves 
for governmental employment. Gov- 
ernors of other provinces are directed 
to imitate this example, and are to 
make the appropriation for the sup- 
port of such students a matter of 
first concern, to be met as a part 
of the necessary provincial expenses. 
These young men are to be selected 
from the scholars of the province by 
examination tests, thus securing the 
brightest and most cultivated men, 
avd when they return to China 
special diplonias are to be given| 
them, and lines of rapid promotion 
opened up for them. The meaning 
of all this cannot be over-estimated. 
Last year these Viceroys, thus espe- 
cially commended by the Govern- 
ment, dared to set themselves in 
opposition to the plans of sclf- 
destruction upon which the Govern- 
ment had set out. ‘hey are now 
triumphant, and are being honoured 

ng the situation. 

This hopeful vi of the outlook 
for China is not taken in ignorance 
of the blindness and corruption, the 
fear and hatred of foreigners, that 
exist in high places and are widely 






























reorganised and renovated institu- 
tions. The weakness of China is in 
its lack of moral stamina. Confucian 
civilisation has failed to supply « 
stable under-girding of righteousness 
in the relations of life. Christianity 
in its introduction into China is prov- 
identially in advance of the flood-tide 
of the impact of western general 
civilisation, The Divine meaning of 
this is that the moral forces begotten 
from the deeper thoughts and pur- 
poses of Christianity are to have 
ruling power in the reconstruction 
of China, when men shall talk

YUAN SHIH-K‘AI 
AND THE 
NEW EDUCATION.

Ir has been often and widely re- 
marked that of all the Chinese who 
have come to the front during the 
acute troubles of the past two years 
not one has displayed so much ability 
in an all-round way as the Governor 
of Shantung, He had the great 
advantage of a long first-hand know- 
ledge of foreiyn countries, although 
Corea was then a suzerainty of China, 
and the still greaer one of being 
obliged to hold his own agsinst the 
Corean Monarch, Japanese Ambas- 
sadors, and men from all over the 
West. In the matter of his age he 
enjoys another advantage of a pro- 
nounced sort, for he is but a little 
over forty, and now that both his 
own and his adopted mothers have 
died, he is not liable again to retire 
from office for service mourning pur- 
poses. Yuan saw through the Boxer 
bubble from the start, but he was not 
a free agent, and was obliged to bend 
to the storm before which he would 
not actually bow.. He had the 
courage to pronounce the extermina- 
tion Edict “ spurious,” and forced his 
whole province to do the same, to 
their intense present indignation, and 
immense fature benefit. When the 
Court was safely self-exiled, and his 
hands were a little more free, Yuan 
began at once to devise schemes to 
make a repetition of the enormous 
fully of 1899-1900 impossible, and his 
main recipe, following his renowned 
senior Chang Chih-tung, is education. 
Nothing else, indeed, is availab!e to an 
only the 
new must be mingled in 
due proportions, thus observing the 
“Doctrine of the Mean.” Governor 
Yuan had already matured his scheme 
in an outline way, long befure there 
was any sign that it would be fol- 
lowed elsewhere, or-even tolerated in 
Shantung. He had telegraphically 
summoned Dr. Hayes from Téng- 
choufu at the extreme ‘east of the 
province, and the details were in 
process of laborious elaboration when 
the death of the Governor's mother 
put a period to everything and com- 
pelled a retirement of over three 
months, the most extended period 
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allowed to an_ indispensable public 
servant by Chinese usage. His 
memorial had not yet been presented, 
but the requisite funds—often the 
principle feature in Chinese reforms— 
nad been slowly distilled from some- 
where, and all was ready. 

‘Before the hundred days of retire- 
ment had expired, the joint memorials 
vf Lin K'un-yi and Chang Chih-tung 
had brougbé forth fruit after their 
kind, and the Imperial Edict ordering 
radical changes in civil and in mili- 
tary education had been issued, one 
chief item of which was a provin- 
cial college in every capital. The 
enforced delay was now more than 
made up for, and Yuan, with that 
alertness of mind and celerity’ of 
action in which he is so much more 
like an average Occidental than like a 
Chinese, instantly seized opportunity 
by the horns, and his College was 
launched potentially complete, but 
really only in poser. 

Instead of renting private and in- 
commodions quarters, he was now 
able to occupy the venerable Shu 
Yuan, or Liverary Hall, into which 
he has turned an army of workmen, 
who have rehubilitated it so that it 
no longer recognises its old dark, 
lamp, dingy self. This, however, is 
but a temporary makeshift until a 
new College of New Learning can be 
put up on some yet unselected site. 
The candidates thus far received, and 
personally examined by the Governor 
‘o test their ability in Chinese, are 
about three hundred in number, from 
whom a due proportion are to be 
selected. Chinese and Western 
Learning sre put on an even footing, 
rot ou'y in the number of teachers 
aud hours of study, but in the posi- 
tion of class-rooms, ete. At present 
the youchful intellect of the capital 
and its prefecture is in a somewhat 
dazed condition, not knowing into 
what it is adventuring itself. The 
old has gone, and the new bas not 
yet come, while in the interim there 
period of darkness and chaos. 

Out of this Dr. Hayes will be able 
to educe such order as the novel and 
interesting situation admits, and if 
so dificult an experiment can any- 
where be carried into successful ex- 
ecution, this would seem to be the 
place and the tim». The intention 
1s to follow the initial central college 
by an intermediate school, by pre- 
fectural.and country institutions in 
fu and hsien, and ultimately these 
would connect into primary’ village 
schools, which will be as unlike the 
literally howling wilderness of learn- 
ing now existing, as a train of freight 
cars differs from a string of Chinese 
ox-caris stuck in a classical mud- 
hole of the Sung Dynasty—or earlier. 

This initial experiment will be 
watched with interest, and on the 
part of our resders at Teast, with 
telligent sympathy.

“LETTERS FROM 
JOHN CHINAMAN.” 
20th November. 

Or the little paper-covered volume 
of 63 pages with the above title, 
published by R. Brimley Johnson, 
London, we can only say that it 
would be better worth reading if the 
writer had a better practical know- 
ledge of his subject. It is an endes- 
vour in eight letters, four of which, 
we are told, have previously been 
published in the “ Saturday Review,” 
to consider last year’s troubles in 
China from the point of view of an 
educated and patriotic Chinaman ; 
but the writer, to judge from internal 
evidence, however much he may have 
read about his subject, has’ so little 
personal acquaintance with it, that 
his picture of China and the Chinese 
is no more like the reality, than is 
the sketch of a Vhinaman on the 
cover, One quotation wil! prove this; 
it is from the writer's picture of his 
home in China which, he says, “ never 
ceases to haunt my memory as I walk 
in these dreary winter days the stree's 
of your black’ Metropol 

Far away in the East, under sunshine 
such as you never saw (for even such light 
as you have you stain and infect with sooty 
smoke), on the shore of a broad river stands 
the house where I was born, It is one 
among thousands; but every one stands 
in its own garden, simply painted in 
white or grey, modest, cheerful, and 
clean. For many miles along the valley, 
one after the other, they lift their blue or 
red-tiled roofs out of a sea of green ; while 
here and there glitters out over a clum 
of trees the gold enamel of some tal 
agoda. ‘The river, crossed by frequent 
ridges and crowded with barges and 
junks, bears on its clear stream the traffic 
of thriving village-markets. For prosperous 
peasants people all the district, ownin 
and tilling the fields their fathers owne 
and tilled before them. ‘The soil on which 
they work, they may say, they and their 
ancestors have made. For see! almost to 
the summit what once were barren hills 
are waving green with cotton and rice, 


Sugar, oranges and tea. (All, we presume, 
growing at once.] Water drawn from the 


river-bed girdles the slopes with silver ; 
and falling from channel to channel in a 
thousand bright cascades, plashing in 
cisterns, chuckling in pipes, soaking’ and 
oozing in the soil, distributes freely to all 
alike fertility, verdure, and life. 

This beautiful picture bears as 
much likeness to a real Chinese 
village as does the writer's account 
of the government, laws, manners, 
and customs to the reality as we 
who live among the Chinese see 
them. We cannot but sympathise 
to a certain extent with the endea- 
your of the writer to present the 
Chinese in a much better light than 
that in which they exhibited them- 
selves last year, but they shonld be 
painted in reasonable, not in trans- 
cendental colours. The following 
extract shows the writer’saim:— ¢ 


Our civilisation is the oldest in the world. 
It does not follow that it is the best ; but 
neither, I submit, does it follow that it is 
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the worst. On the contrary, such antiquity 
is, at any rato, a proof that our institutions 
have guaranteed to us a stability for which 
we search in vain among the nations~of 
Europe. But not only is our civilisation 
stable, it also embodies, as we think, a 
moral order ; while in yours we detect only 
an economic chaos. Whether your religion 
be better than ours, I do not af present di 
pute, it is certain that it has less influence 
‘ety. You profes 
but your civilisatiow has m : 
tian} whereas oursis Confucian through and 
through. But to say that it is Confucian, 
is to say that it is moral ; or, at least (for 
T do not wish to heg the question), that 
moral relations are those which it primari- 
ly contemplates, Whereas, with you (so 
it seems to us) economic i 
first, and upon the 
wards, to graft as iuch mora 
will admit. 

He would be a bold man who 
would deny that the mora! teaching 
of the New Testament is both higher 
and wider than that of Confucius. 
Chinese and Enropeans alike, being 
only men, fall short in practice of 
their standards; but the average 
level of the people with the superior 
standard is naturally the higher. 
‘The blot on this little book is that the 
author from, as we have said already, 
want of personal acquaintance with 
this country, is too apt !o compare 
Chinese as they should be with 
Europeans as they are, to the dis- 
advantage of the latter. For in- 
stance :— 

Our own procedure is the opposite to 
yours. We look first to the Society and 
then to the individual. Among us, at is 
arule thats man is born into precisely 
those relations in which he is to continue 
during the course of his life. As he 
begins, so he ends, a member of his family 
group, and to this condition the whole 
theory and practice of his life conform. 
He is taught to worship his ancestors, to 
honour and obey his parents, and’ to 
prepare himself from an early age for 
the duties of a husband and a father. 
Marriage does not dissolve the family ; 
the husband remains, and the wife be- 
comes « member of his group of kinsmen. 
‘And this group is the social unit. It has 
its common plot of ground, its common 
altar and rites, its tribunal for settling 
disputes among ite members. No man in 
China is isolated, save by his own fault. 
Tt is not so easy for him to grow rich as 
with you, neither is it so easy for him to 
starve ; if he has not the motive to com- 
pete, neither has’ he the temptation to 
cheat and oppress. Free at once from the 
torment of ambition and the apprehension 
of distress, he has leisure to spare from 
the acquisition of the means of living for 
lifo itself. He has both the instinct and 
the opportunity to appreciate the gifts of 
Nature, to cultivate manners, and to enter 
into humane and disinterested relations 
with his fellows. i 

‘The book is full of such imaginative 
pictures as this, and where facts are 
introduced as a basis for fresh argu- 
ments, they are often incorrect. Here 
is an example given to show the 
superiority of Chinese over Western 
methods: “When we began to 
construct our first railway, from 
Tientsin to Peking, the undertaking 
exeited among the neighbouring 

opulace an opposition which quickly 
Teveloped into open riot. The line 
was torn up, bridges were destroyed, 
and it was impossible to continue 
































the work. We therefore, according 
to our custom in China, sent 
down to the scene of action, 
not a force of police, but an 
official to interview the rioters, 
and ascertain their point of view. 
This is quite an idyll, but there is no 
foundation for the story, and it does 
not describe with accuracy the way 
in which Li Hung-chang restored and 
maintained order in Chibli. ‘The 
book is full of misapprehensions of 
this kind, some of them as grotesquely 
unjust to Europe as they are in- 
ordinately flattering to China, Here 
is another instance: “In China, for 
many centuries past, there has been 
a class of men set apart from the first 
to the pursuit of liberal arts, and 
destined to the functions of govern- 
ment . , . By virtue of this institu- 
tion, we have inculeated and we 
maintain among onr people of all 
classes a respect for the things of the 
spirit, 10 whieh it would be hard to 
find a parallel in Europe, and of which, 
in particular, there is no trace in 
Englaud. In China letters are res- 
pected not merely toa degree but in 
a sense which must seem, I think, to 
you unintelligible and overstrained. 
But there is a reason for it. Our 
poets and literary men taught their 
successors, for long generations, to 
look for good not in wealth, not in 
fore: not in miscellaneous activity, 
ut in a trained, » choice, av exquisite 
appreciation of the niost. simple and 
universal relations of life. 

It is the boast of the Chinese that 
there never has been a class set apart 
for literary or official distinction, but 
that the poorest boy might aspire, if 
successful in the examinations, to 
become in time a Viceroy. Sir 
Robert Hart is, of course, brought in 
to testify to the eminent virtues 
of the Chinese; and all who know 
the Chinese well would subscribe to 
his eulogy, except that it is nota 
complete picture ; it paints only the 
virtues that are to be found in the 
Chinese, and entirely overlooks their 
corresponding faults. The writer of 
these letters quotes Sir Robert Hart 
as saying: “They believe in right 
so firmly that they scorn to think it 
requires to be supported or enforced 
by might.” And yet they burned 
the house and all the belongings of 
this same Sir Robert Hart, drove 
him into the Legation to save his 
life, and then fired at him with 


























shot and shell for a couple of months 
and did everything they could devise 
to destroy him, after he had served 
them most faithfully for forty years.

Seen 
Weather and Crops. 

We are having delightful autumn 
weather. The daysare not hot, and the 


nights are so cool that at. Kuliang and in 
other elevated sections the thermometer 
registers not very far above the frost limit, 
A very good rice crop is being harvested, 
but for some months the weather has been 
so dry as to injure potatoes and other 
vegetables. Especially is this true in 
Fuhtsinghsien and the Haitang Island, 
which are from thirty to sixty miles south: 
east. from Foochow. Native preachers 
from that region report that the potato 
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crop is almost a complete failure, and that 
there’ will be much consequent’ suffering 
among the people, who largely subsist 
upon * potato cash” during the winter 
that is, they cut the potatoes in thin 
round slices, which are dried and, later, 
soaked nnd boiled for food. 


The Chrysanthemum Show. 


On the afternoon of Wednesday, the th 
inst., the Recreation Ground was the scene 
of a delightful and lively affair, namely, 
the Chrysanthemum Show, the occasion of 
which was enlivened by ‘music from the 
Tartar General's band, which did very well 
indeed. The attendance was large and the 
exhibition highly creditable. 


The Methodist Conference. 

‘The twenty-fifth annual session of the 
Foochow Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church was held in this cit 
October 31st to November 4th, inclusive, 
Bishop David H. Moore, LL.D., presid- 
ing. ‘Those who served the Conference in 
an official capacity were: the Rev. W. 
C. Wilcox, Oficial Interpreter ; the Rev. 
W. A. Main, English Secretary, with the 
Rev. H. R. ‘Caldwell for Assistant ; the 
Rey. E. B. Caldwell, Statistical Secretary 
and the Rev, J. Simester, Conference Ts 
surer. In addition to the missionaries, 
about fifty native preachers were present 
from various parts of the northern half of 
Fuhkien Province. 

Quite a large number of native Chris- 
tinns have, during the past year, fallen 
victims to the bubonic plague; stil 
thero has been a substantial net gain 
in the membership, and the reports 
of the eight presiding elders are fall, of 
cheor as regards the future of Christianity 
in this part of the empire. 

The Rev. F. Oblinger was transferred 
from the Hinghua Mission Conference 
and appointed Dean of the Theological 
Departinent of the Anglo-Chineso College. 
Mr. Oblinger will also devote part of 
his time to translating books. 

Dr. S. L. Gracey, the U.S. Consul at 
this port, was introduced, and gave the 

reachece’ “done (good! eavite ‘concerning 
Figation, urging them to do. all in their 
power to prevent disputes between the 
native Christians and their heathen neigh- 
bours. ‘The Conference adopted resolutions 
expressing appreciation of Dr. Gracey's 
services as Consul. 

‘The reception of fraternal delegates was 
an oceasion of special interest and profit. 
"The Church Missionary Society was repre- 
sented by the Ven. Archdeacon Wolfe and 
the Rey. L. Lloyd, and the Hinghua Mission 
Conference by the Rev. T. B. Gwen. The 
Rev. L. P. Peet, who was to have repre- 
sented the American Board Mission, was 
detained by illness, but his place was well 
filled by an cloquent native pastor 
‘The addresses by the visitors and the reply 
hy Bishop Moore were all of a genuinely 
fratetmal character. 

Greetings were received from the Re 
G. B. Smyth, p.v., and the Rev. W. H. 
Lucy, members of this Conference now 
absent in America, whither Mr. Lacy 
went not long since in the interest of the 
Union Publishing House, which it is pro- 
posed to establish at Shanghai. 

‘The report of the Methodist Mission 
Press at this place shows that, despite the 
troubles of last year, there has been no 
falling off in the patronage of books and 
periodicals, including the *‘Chinese Chris- 
tian Advocate,” which had quite a large 
circulation in North China before the 
Boxer uprising took place. 

‘One of the native preachers, who speaks 
the Amoy dialect, was transferred to the 
Malaysia Mission Conference and will 
work among the Chinese in Mau 

The Conference expressed profound 
sorrow on account of the death of Presi- 
dent McKinley, ‘who,” as the resolution 
states, ‘ranked amony the greatest. and 











































































best of the world’s rulers and was one of 
the truest friends of China.” 

Bishop Moore’s presiding over the 
Conference gave great satisfaction, and 
we understand that the same has been 
true of the general administration of the 
Methodist Mission work in this part of 
the land. 

‘The annual session of the Foochow 
Women's Conference was held at the same 
time as the Ministerial Conference. The 
reports show that the ladies have also had 
a successful year, and they are planning 
still greater things for the year to come. 
‘Their work deserves much fuller notice, 
but I must not further encroach upon your 
valuable space at this time.

A Disappointed Hope. 

Our out-of-the way town was quite un- 
expectedly made the centre of some atten 
tion last spring, owing to the persistent ru- 
mours that tho Court was to settle here. 
Now that the Taotai has gone to represent 
the Viccroy in welcoming the Emperor to 
Kaifeng, it must be true, at last, that the 
Imperial sun is returning to the east, and 
Hsiangyang is left in obscurity to dream of 
the glories of bygone centuries. 


A Diverted Prosperity. 

In May last, on our way up here for a 
, there was indeed every indication 
that wo were on the Imperial highway. Dai- 
ly, high officials with escorts would be seen 
passing down the river. Trade in Funcheng 
flourished, and had the Court continued 
their stay even at Hsian, a great deal of 
the old-time. prosperity. “and. com- 
mercial importance would have re~ 
tuned to this place. The heavy 
transport of rice, etc., from the 
Yangtze Valley crowded the river with 
shipping, while from Honan there was a 
continuous stream of camels, escorts and 
mule-carts to take the grain the long over 
land journey to Hsian, ‘There was even 
some talk of the Imperial Commissioner of 
Grain moving his post to Hsiangyang. But 
suddenly plans were reversed, the lively 
traffic was stopped, and large quantities of 
rice sold here at cost ‘What an argu- 
ment for railways, by the way, that one 
picul of rice, worth six thousand cash mar- 
ket value, had to pay sixteen thousand cash 
for carriage between Fancheng and Hsian. 


Persecution of Catholics. 

On our way down river last year, we were 
overtaken by the report that the Catholic 
mission had been attacked by a mob the 
very day after our departure. Very little 
hope was then entertained for the safety of 
our stations, but, remarkably enough, 
nothing was touched, not even our new- 
built foreign house, scarcely a thousand 
feet distant from the Catholic mission. In 
the same manner the converts suffered 
hardly any persecution worth mentioning, 
as compared with the Catholics, who were 
mado “to eat bitterness,” and who, for the 
time being, recanted in great numbers. 
And this despite the fact that the foreign 
priests stayed hero throughout the 
storm. Of course, we are told that 
this discrimination against the Catholics 
is accounted for by the overbearing 
manner in which they had been 
wont to deal with their neighbours, 
but while this accusation does seem to be 
based on indisputable facts, I have no 
doubt that the priests are being treated to 
very different explanations. At any 
they hare now got the upper hand aga 
and are taking back with interest whatever 
they lost last year, whether property or 
‘Church-members. 



























































The Effect of Fear. 

‘There was a double scare here last year, 
the natives tells us. First on the part of the 
Christians, as the Boxers, according tothe 
Tumours, ‘were coming to exterminate 
everyone who was known to have had any 
dealings with the foreigner. Then later, 
with the arrival from Peking of mandarins 
and other fugitives, filling the streets with 
stories of the furious and irresistible on- 
slaught of the barbarian soldiery, came the 








turn for the non-Christian element to shake 
with fear and trembling lest the foreign ar- 


mies should extend their operations to this 
district also. A friend of ours, who is a 
dealer in coffins, told us he did very well 
last year, as a number of officials came 
fleeing from the North, half scared to 
death, and expired hero from tho ef- 
fects ‘of the excitement and hardships 
they had undergone. Another case in point 
is “that of one of the gentry who 
through his wealth and influence has for 
rears been the real power behind all 
mandarindom in Hsiangyang. Last spring 
this man came here and perfectly astonish 
ed us with his politeness and the number 
of “good words” he showered upon us. 
Tt was very easy to see that something was 
behind this performance, but not until 
lately did I know that the potentate at 
the time was at his wits’ end from fear that 
the foreigner. at the coming day of reckon 
ing, might take vengeance upon him for the 
anti-forcign propensities he several 

ago manifested in a very marked and tr 
ing way. So he took this step with «view 
to secure our services as mediator between 
himself and the offended party. 


Friendliness of the Chinese. 


Considering everything that has taken 
place up North these two years, one would 
naturally expect to meet with a feeling of 
bitter resentment on the part of the 
Chinese. As a fact, however, both tho off- 
cinls and the people are as friendly as ever. 
‘The general impression seems to be that 
the Boxer movement was a huge mistake, 
of which the less said the better. TI 
national feeling of the average Chinese in 
tho interior is not developed enough to 
ive him any appreciable sense of shame or 
indignation over the recent misfortunes of 
the Empire. In fact, they speak of their 
own Emperer's flight with less feeling 
than would a Westerner speak of Presi- 
dent Kriiger's. 

A Good Harvest. 

‘This district has been fortunate this year 
in getting the right medium between the 
excessive rains in the Yangtze valley and 
the drought in the North. “As a result the 
crops have been excellent, and this again 
tends more than anything else to the paci- 
fication of the populace. A year ago great 
numbers of soldiers were enlisted here, and 
as late as the spring this year soveral 
camps were built outside of Fancheng, but 
now most of thom have been disbanded, 
and ‘the people naturally infer that tho 
crisis is over. 

The Examinations. 

Meanwhile the examinations are going 
on, the wind is changing again. The eight 
legged essay yors to the wall.

With the exception of five or six men all 
were drowned. A party of four returning 
from a wedding party were all drowned. 
‘Thus far none of the bodies have been 
recovered. It is said of one young man on 
the boat that he might have saved himself 
by clinging to the boat. but he had a few 
thousand cash and refused to part with it, 
0 sank, holding on to the eash with both 
hands.

The Probable Future Capital of 
China. 


Now that it is certain that the Eripress 
Dowager and her Court are not only going to 
pass through aiféngfu but are also going 
to make it her capital, if possible for two 
years or even longer, a word or two about 
this place may not be out of court. The 

y, like Peking, suffers terribly from dust 
storms ; in fact so dense are these 
storms that at times it so covers up the 
young wheat. as to utterly spoil the crop. 
Thecity itself is an ancient capital of China, 
heing used as such about 1,000 years 
ago by the Sung dynasty, Tt is Some 
forty li round the eity walls, and one 
fine strect from North to South runs. 
distance of 10 li from gate to gate. Like 
Peking too, it has its Man Chou Ch'eng for 
the Manchus. ‘This is surrounded by a low 
wall and forms a ‘*Chai" or fortification 
inside the city; there is also the “ Hui" or 
Tsi King Ch’eng (Imperial city), not now 
presenting much in the way of an Imperial 
palace, but still retaining one symbol of 
past sovereignty in its “Kin Lung Tien,” 
or rather what is now loft of it, which is 
only a part of the old throne room raised 
some ten feet above the surrounding 
dais, Till building operations commenced, 
of late years an idol of Chang T-huang, 
the God of Heaven, was seated on this 
pedestal, and about’ it was a temple of 
Heaven, but now all this has had to give 
way to the new order of things, and Chang 
I has had to find some less exalted 
seat to sit upon. On either side of the 
approach to this ancient palace is an 
expanse of water; that on the right known 
as P‘ankiahu (the Pan family lake), 
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while that on the left is called the Yang- 
kiahu (the lake of the Yang family). There 
is some talk of these Inkes’ being drained, 
which would not be an impossible task, 
as they are very shallow, and 1,000. years 
ago were the site of the residences of some 
of the Court officials, but thi is doubtful. 
Other things of intgrest inside the city are 
the I'ich Tah (Iron pagoda) of 13 stories 
high, built ax the Chinese attirm of irun, 
but so very few foreigners have ever had 
freedom to ron at will in this closed city, 
ithas never, as far as T know, been ex- 
amined hy outsiders, and so I reserve to my- 
self the right to doubt the fact of its 
being iron, though everyone speaks of i 
the iron pagoda, Another thing of interest 
to visitors is a large temple, Hsiang Kuni 
Si, said to contain 800 “Lo Han,” or idol: 
each one of whieh possesses the peculiarity 
that whoever stands wpposite any particular 
Lo Han, feels that he is standing opposite 
someone who is just about the same 
age as himself, No doubt they have ull 
swallowed the pill which produces perennial 
youth, and so when they renew themselves, 













































they do it just to the aye of their admire 
for the tine being.

A French Religious Difficulty, 

News from Honun tells of the attempted 
formation of the Lienchuang Hui in 
the south of the province. Exorbitant 
demands for reparation having been put 
forth by members of the Catholic Church 
the official there decided that the people 
should pay up as demanded. Many did so, 
some 200, some 300 tuels, and so on per 
family, but some families utterly refused 
to pay for what all considered most unfair. 
A theatre play, a common practice in 
China, was arranged, at which all tho 
people being present’ willing to unite to 
resist. these iniquitous demands were to 
he enrolled in the United Villages Associn- 
tion. ‘The ofticial wisely, fearing trouble, 
forbade the theatre and allowed those who 
had not paid their amounts to reckon as 
if paid, or to pay smaller amounts, and 
trusted to some other way to raise the 
needed money. 


A Commendable Decision. 

‘The Christians too, of the Protestant 
Churches, have not altogether been free 
from blame, in their demands, but we are 
glud to hear their claims, through the over- 
sight of the missionaries, have all been 
reduced to a very much fairer and conse- 
quently smaller amount, in some cases 
more than one-half and in other cases 
two-thirds of their claim being taken off, 
while the foreign missionaries are refusing 
all compensation for themselves and their 
mission, ‘This means a good deal and 
should be a great help towards conciliat- 
ing offended neighbours, ete.

him. Having failed in this he decided that 
he would his oil by land, as in this 
district (opium excepted) there. are no land 
Castoms duties.

appeared at the ‘hong ” to 


k after the 
oil, On being told that it had been sold 
te a enstomer who had taken .it soath, 
these runners said there was duty due upon 
it. The “hong” denied this, but anyhow 
Promised to send after his customer and 
ring him back ; this done, a demand was 
made for customs duty and refused, on the 
plea of a foreign customs permit, and that no 
duty was ever levied on oil being taken by 
land im this district. ‘The customer then 
came to see me andasked my advice. I did 
not lay claim to know much about imerean- 
tile atfairs, but advised him as he could 
not fight the official, to quietly pay the 
demand under protest and ask for a receipt 
and present the same at Chinkiang at the 
place where the permit had been purchased 
as an evidence of an illegal charge. This 
satisfied him, and he went away and asked 
for a reevipt, whereupon he was told that it 
did not matter, but as the “hong” Ind 
sold him the oil, the “hong” must pay 
duty. Of couse’ they objected, and the 
Customs official took the matter to. the 












































city magistrate, where it was decided 
in’ his favour.” Very well, the hong 
would make no further objection, but 
pay what every one considered “a 





squeeze,” which according to the Cus- 
toms permit should at their calculation be 
18,000 cash. But no, the official demands 
duty at the rate of an additional 24,000 
cash. Very well, we'll pay it. But wait a 
minute ; you did’ not pay on first demand, 
so you inust pay a fine of 30,000 cash, be:

The 
doyen, Baron Czikann de Wahlborn, ap- 
proached at the head of the delegation, and 
spoke a few words of fitting appreciation 
condolence. The oldest son replied in 
Chinese, and the next son translated it 
into English. Most of the guests bowed 
to the tablet, and retired to the front court. 
After partaking of the refreshments, they 
departed in stately order to the beating of 
the foreign drum.

The country is suffering badly from want, 
of rain, as over alarge aren there have been 
no showers of any importance for at lenst 
two months. The result is a serious short- 
age in the rice and sugar crops, and a delay 
in planting which makes some of ‘the wi 
ter crops impossible. We are never affect- 
ed over so large an area, or 50 seriously 
asare the northern and inland provinces ; 
and our winter is so mild compared with 
theirs that distress does not become so 
acute. But, as elsewhere, when the 
farmers are in straits there is a feeling of 
unrest all round. 


Activity of Bandits. 


At present the walled cities of Hui- 
lai and Chinghai are in a state of siege, 
Tho rich familios are leaving, or have al: 
ready gone. The gates ate three-part 
closed, and backed with a rampart of sund- 
bags, ‘and the walls are adorned with 
many flags and some men. A party of 
bandits have displayed a flag on one of the 
rominent hills in the neighbourhood, 

earing the legend, “Expel the manda: 
rins, and put an ‘end to Christianity.’ 
Similar flags appeared on hilltops in several 
districts, and were cut down hy the oftic~ 
ials ; but this one, defended by about two 
thousand men, so report gives it, is as yet 
untouched, However, the authorities are 
taking the matter in hand, and yesterday 
a body of soldiers, with two small breech- 
loading cannon, started off to wipe them 
out. Ifthe braves are as good as their 
word, which made them ready to fight odds 
of ten to one, there ought to be little 
doubt of the issue. 


The King’s Birthday. 

Our new Consul, Mr. Holland, and his 
wife had made preparations for entertain- 
ing the commanity on the King's Birthday, 
but, to the regret of all for the cause ax 
well as the result, illness interfered and 
the project had to be abandoned. 
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The Great Viceroy. 

Flags were half-masted here when it was 
learned that our former Viceroy, Li Hung- 
chang, was dead. In all but his. licensing 
of the gambling shops he did well ; and the 
lustre of his name far eclipses that_ of his 
brother Han-chang, who during his ten- 
ancy of the same post acquired the nick- 
namie of “the hottomless. purse.”

The Yamen of the Futai. 


Notwithstanding the sudden advent of 
winter, building operations are going on 
apace at the Futai's yamén. ‘The rooms 
occupied Inst year by’ the Imperial party 
are now considered too sacred to be lived 
in by other mortals, so the Governor and 
his family are at present living in side 
courts. It is to provide them with more 
suitable accommodation that other build- 
ings are being erected, and judging by the 
wooden frame-work already in-situ these 
will be of no sinall dimensions. 


The Indemnity Question Again. 

It is satisfactory to be able to report 
that the indemnity to Chinese Christians 
connected with the Protestant societies at 
work in this province, has now all been 
paid over, with but one exception. In the 
extrome north a society called the Christian 
and Missionary Alliance, with headquarters 
at New York, has been at work for some 
years, Last year the missionaries of that 
Society were eithor killed or driven away, 
and since that time no one has been 
appointed by the home directors to consult 
with the local authorities concerning the 
converts. But they have not been wholly 
neglected, having already received a pr 
portion of the Tis. 40,000 advanced by the 
Governor last spring. ‘This money was dis- 
tributed among them by a Christian with 
the degree of Hsiuts‘ai, named Kao 't 
connected with the English Baptist » 
So well did he perform his work that he has 
been appointed a weiywan in connection 
with the Foreign Bureau, and deputed by 
the Governor to go back and settle finally, 
the claims of the converts of the Christian 
and Missionary Alliance. 

A Reduction of Roman Catholic 
Claims. 

The Roman. Catholic monetary claims 
have been reduced to Tis. 2,225,000 for 
the whole province. They also give’ up 
their demand for the two market towns of 
Shiht‘ieh and Chint'y, and have promised 
to vacate the college (Ling-teh-t'ang) which 
they now weeupy, in two months’ tine. 


The College for Western 
Learning. 

Tt will probably be already known in 
Shanghai that the Governor has agreed to 
Dr. Richard’s proposal to devote Tis. 50,000 
perannuin for ten years, for the support of a 
College for Western A very good, 
position has already been selected for the 
site, and the ground has been purchased. A 
site has also heen fixed upon forthe Agricul- 
tural College which is to be established 
here. ‘Reform’ in fact is in the air. 
Shen Tun-ho of the Foreign Bureau has 
heen appointed by the Governor as Super- 
intendent of Police, and given full powers 
to organise a police force for the city on 
the Shanghai model. For the culprits who 
may be arrested it is suggested to start an 
Industrial Reformatory, and the mis- 
sionaries have been appealed to for sugges- 
tions. A weiyuan is already on his way 
to Shanghai to purchase a supply of books 
from the “Diffusion” and other societies 
which are to be placed on sale here at 
Shanghai prices, the authorities bearing the 
expense of carriage, The Governor, in fact,

An Energetic Governor. 


The following incident may also be re- 
corded as showing the energy and wateh- 
fulness of the Governor, Not long since 
he was passing in his chair the Hsipin- 
kuan, the house where the only missionary 
now resident in Taiyuan is living, and 
noticed that one of the four soldiers on 
guard at the door was dressed in a most 
slovenly manner. He at once ordered his 
runners to arrest the man and take him to 
his yamén. Because these men did not at 
once carry out his orders he first had them 
beaten with the bamboo, He then directed 
that three large wooden collars should be 
brought to hix yamén, and summoned all 
the military officials of the city and vicinity 
to be present at the trial, which was to 
take place at noon. ‘The result of the trial 
was that the culprit himself, the shil 
chang, and the shao-kuan of his company 
were ail sentenced to he beaten one hundred 
blows, to wear the wooden collar and 
be paraded round the street with a 
small guard, preceded by a couple of 
trumpeters. ' When it came to the turn of 
the soldier to receive his castigation, it was 
found that he was already suffering from 
an unhealed wound caused by a previous 
flogging. The Governor was so much 
annoyed that a man of this description 
should have been sent as one of a guard 
for the foreigners, that he ordered the 
ingkuan himself” to ‘be beaten, forty 
plows with the heavy bamboo! The 
sentences were carried out in the presence 
of all the officials, and the soldiers. Shih- 
chang and shao-kuan were then sent 
round the city wearing their wooden collars. 
Shén Taotai of the Foreign Bureau 
then went to the missionary to apologise 
in the Governor's name for the careless- 
ness of the military officials in sending such 
‘a man as part of the guard. ‘The whole 
‘camp of 500 men has now been broken up 
and the soldiers, most of whom are Hupeh 
men, are to be escorted out of the province. 
All this was of course done without re- 
ferring to the missionary, and when he 
suggested to the hsien “magistrate (sub- 
prefect) who called the next day, that he 
thought of asking the Governor to mitigate 
the sentences, he replied: ‘You had better 
say nothing about it.”

I do not 
know how satisfactory he will be as a Gov- 
ernor, but it is a pleasure to be able to say 
that, ‘according to common report, he has 
made an excellent commissioner of trans- 
portation, vigorous, alert, conscientious. [ 
have heard several incidents which go to 
show that he keeps a “weather eye” on 
the morals of the ofticials under his control, 


A Peculiar Office. 


Ivis very difticult to find just what are the 
duties and limitations of this unique office of 
‘Ts‘ao‘tai; hardly any two Chinese will give 
thesameanswer. But, by personal observa- 
tion, I a constantly finding out some new 
power or duty attached to it. Quite a large 
number of foreigners have passed through 
this place in the past six months, and the 
‘Tw'aot'ai has insisted, through his under 
officials, on. seeing them escorted safely 
through hisjurisdiction. He has evident- 
ly been determined that nothing un- 

leasant should occur if he could prevent 
it. [hope this may be taken asan indica- 
tion of his attitude toward foreigners. when 
he goes to Shantung. 
No Visit from Prince Chun, 

We are disappointed here that Prince 
Chun did not decide to come this route on 
his way north, ‘The impression here is 
that the change of plan means that the 
Court is really going back to Peking. 

A Chinese Post Office. 

The Postal clerk, Mr, Kuo, in charge of 
the Imperial Post Office here for the 
past eight months, has been transferred 
to Chinkiang. His predecessor had de- 
faulted and left the books in bad shape. 
Mr. Kuo deserves much credit for the way 
in which he straightened out the affair and 
rapidly increased the business of the office. 
Tt has grown in the favour and confidence 
of the people. ‘The money order depart- 
ment is especially popular here. The Post 
Office is quite a convenience to us, sends 
and receives mails daily and distributes 
promptly. We get Shanghai letters and 
papers in three days now ; under the old 
system, if we received the same letters in 
six or seven days we felt quite satisfied. I 
hope the Imperial P.st Office is here to 
stay, though none of us would protest if 
we were allowed to send a whole sheet of 
ordinary paper for a two-cent stamp.

The Week. 

There is not much news to chronicle by 
this opportunity. The Colony is rather tak- 
hb the visit of the cricket teams 
hai and Singapore, and it is 
tended to make a cricket: week of it. The 
sitors will be dono well, and every possi- 
avrangement for their comfort and con- 
venience is being made. The commercial 
world is somewhat excited over the visit of 
Commissioner and the British 
ister, and it is earnestly hoped that Sir 
Ernest Satow will be able, in return for the 
great concession made by Great. Britain, to 
secure some counterbalancing advantages. 
Sir Robert Hart will whittle down any con- 
cession to nothing if he can, because 
we don't want his spies and cruisers in 
Hongkong. 

The British Minister and the 
Ti r:ff Commissioners. 

Sir Ernest Satow arrived here in H.M.S. 
Blenheim on the 5th inst. A guard of hon- 
our and the Band of the Royal Welsh Fu- 
siliers s-vaited him at Murray Pier, and ac- 
companied by Flag-Lieut. Wrottesley, Pri- 
vate Secretary to the Governor, attended 
him to Government House where he was re- 
coived by H. E. Sir H. A. Blake, remain- 
ing there to dinner. The British Minister 
has gone to Canton but is expected back 
here early next week. Yesterday Sir James 
Lyle Mackay, K.C.LE., and Mr. H. Cock- 
burn. C.B., Special Commissioner and As- 
sistant to deal with the Tariff question un- 
der the Protocol, arrived by the English 
mail steamer, and will meet Sir Ernest Sa- 
tow next week. Tho Chamber of Commerce 
intend to wait upon the Minister and Com- 
missioner and give their views on the ques- 
tions to come hefore them in negotiating 
with China. 

More Victims to Typhoid. 

Lieut. Blake, younger son of and A.D.C.

| The Royal Welsh Fusiliers and 

the Flash. 

Tho Fusiliers have donned their scarlet 
(sinter) uniforms and hare been allowed to 
wear the “flash” which bas hitherto been 
jar to the officers only. The flash con- 
sists of a couple of strips of black cloth 
notched at the ends, and attached to the 
hack of the collar to represent the old fash- 
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ioned pigtail. The R.W.F. is tho only reg- 
iment allowed this distinction and it was 
accorded to them to perpetuate the fact 
that they were the last regiment to leave 
the Continent after the Peninsular war, 
and had not received the notice of its aban- 
donment before doing so, consequently 
arriving in England still wearing it, 
The Dairy Farm Co., Ld. 

‘The report to be presented at. the annual 
meeting of shareholders, to be held on the 
Ith inst., hus been issued. Tt shows that 
tho net profit, after writing off $3,400 for 
depreciation, providing for fces and bad 
debts, amounts to $24,114.97. It is pro 
posed to deal with this by transferring 
$8,000 to Reserve, paying a dividend of 
$1.25 per share (over 20 per cent), and to 
carry forward the balance of $3,914.97. 
This is a very fine report, but I think, had 
I been interested, I would have suggested 
a still larger addition to Reserve, which 
should be made equal to the purchase of a 
fresh herd, if swept off at any time by dis- 
case, 


Hongkong Short of Water Again. 


Once again we are suffering from stint- 
age of water and are soon to be put on 
an allowance. The Acting Director of 
Public Works says that on balf supply we 
may manage to tide on till May, when 
rain may be looked for: but.on full sup- 
ply our water will only tast till February. 
At present there seems no prospect of rain, 
overything is drying up, and the ground 
is like iron. A typhoon is eavorting about 
somewhere in the Pacific, but it will pro- 
bably pass to the Sonth, and eave no 
trace here, unless, as before, we get a few 
scattered drops of rain that’ will not even 
wet the pavements. 


Naval Intelligence. 

Under this heading there is little to re- 
cord this week. The British gunboat. 
Redpole arrived here on the 2nd inst. from 
Shanghai, the British cruiser Blenheim on 
the Sth from Weihaiwei, and the Portu- 
guese gunboat Zaire from Macao on the 
ith inst. The only departure was that of 
the German gunboat Titis on the dth inst. 
for Canton. 

Rear-Admiral Grenfell arrived here yes- 
terday afternoon from England in the P.

About 5 p.m. he 
went on board his flagship Barfleur on 
which his flag was hoisted, when he was 
saluted by the men-of-war in port.

The Cost of the War. 


It is exactly two years to-day since the 
war began. At five o'clock in the afternoon 
of the 11th of October, 1899, the time fixed 
by the Boers for complinnee with their 
“ultimatum” expired. If any one had 
ventured then fo suggest that it would be 
more than two years before the end came 
in sight, he would have been regarded as a 
very rabid pessimist, Up to the end 
last month the war had cost us the lives of 
some 17,500 officers and men, of whom less 
than 6,500 were killed in battle or died of 
wounds, some 450 deaths being due to 
accident, and upwards of 10,500 to disease. 
In addition, nearly 18,000 oficers and men 








have been wounded; but the great 
majority of these have recovered, the 
total number invalided out of the 





Service by reason of wounds or other 
causes heing less than 4,000. Altogether 
about {1,500 officers and men have at one 
time or another been reported missing or 
prisoners; and although the Boers have 
now practically no prisoners in their hands, 
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there are still some four or five hundred of | pointed has been alleged, in addition to the 





these missing men unaccounted for. Many 
have no doubt rejoined their regiments

The Outlook. 

Exactly two years have now elapsed since 
hostilities commenced in South Africa and 
even now it seems doubtful if we are even 
within measurable distance of the end.

It is not 
afe for a British subject to walk five miles 
cvond the picket lines excepting close to 
the sea-ports. Trade and industries of all 
lands are paralysed throughout the entire 
colony and weariness and discontent are 
growing apace even among the most loyal 
of our subjects.” Mr. Churchill’s whole 
| speech was devoted to a most unsparing cri-

| with regard to the continuation of the war 
and the present mode of procedure. ‘The

Interesting Intelligence 

An energetic member of the staff of the 
“Daily Express” has evidently had a little 
spare time on his hands which he has devot- 
ed to collecting files of the French paper 
“La Patrie” from which he has gained 
some intelligence so curious that it is-real- 
ly worth recapitulating. According to 
this friendly journal it appears that in the 
present South African wat there have so 
far been 1,101 battles fought, of which we 
have won 7 and lost 1,094. In these bat- 
tles the Boers have lost 181 men including 
28 officers and we have captured 300 men 
and 17 officers. We have lost 3,189,180 
men including 60,000 officers and have had 
captured 190,000 men including 8,000 
officers. We have captured 11 of their 
guns but they have taken 2,160 of ours. 
So far they have been fortunate enough 
not to loss a General but they have dis- 
posed of 71 of ours, including five who 
Were killed three times and one, General 
Methuen, whom they killed seven times 
during the first four months of the war. 
General Kelly-Kenny had his head blown 
off in three “separate engagements and 
before he returned home Lord Roberts had 
lost five legs and nine right arms. 

Of Lord Kitchener according to “La 
Patrie” the Boers seem somewhat afraid, 
as although he has been assassinated threo 
times, it has on each occasion been by our 
own men, and for motives of revenge. 
There aro more statistics for which I have 
not room but the above will serve to 
give some idea of “La Patrie's "capacity 
for romance which certainly is of a high 
order,

The Fate of Miss Stone, 


the American Missionary who was dur- 
ing the early part of last month captured 
by brigands in Roumelia, and has since 
then boen detained by them as a prisoner 
pending the payment of a ransom of 
£22,000, is causing quite a considerable 
amount of excitement here. So far as can 
be gathered the ludy—who by the way is 
said to be fifty-two years of age and a Turk- 
ish missionary of Some twenty-five years’ 
standing—is at the present time perfectly 
safe, nor I should say is it likely that any 
attempt will ever be made on her life, it 
being practically certain that the whole 
scheme was simply one for making money. 
Miss Stone and a companion, Mrs. 
Tsilka (wife of an Albanian preacher), 
were travelling with a party of friends 
from Bansko to Djuman—both places 
being in Roumelia. On September the 3rd 
they were passing through a ravine when 
they were suddenly surrounded by a band 
of brigands who carried them off to tho 
hills, After robbing them of all their 
money and valuables all the party with 
the exception of Mrs. Tsilka and Miss 
Stone were suffered to depart, and it is 
they who have given information as to 
her whereabouts though she has since 
written a letter to Mr. Haukell a mission- 
ary at Samakor in Bulgaria saying that 
she is in good health and is being well 
treated. The idea seems to be that. the 
ransom will be paid by the American 
Board of Missions and that after it is paid 
and the captivo released, then the Ameri- 
can Government will take tho matter up 
and demand the money back from tho 
‘Turkish Government.

| President Roosevelt. 


Theodore Roosevelt has begun the ad- 
ministration of the office of President in 
manner thoroughly characteristic of him. 
He has an_ individual way of looking at 
things and an individual way of doing 
them, and to him tradition and custom are 
of small importance, 


How He Interviews. 

The rush of visitors who seek personal in- 
terviews has been tremendous in spite of 
tho fact that Congress is now in session. So 
many are they that the seating space in the 
available waiting rooms is continually filled, 
and even standing room is difficult to get. 
Roosevelt's method of disposing of those 
visitors is to admit to the inner room a 
number at a time, and passing rapidly 
from person to person or from group to 
group give answer in his quick decisive 
way. More than one who has sought by 
lowering his voice to assume a confidential 
tone has been startled by the loudness of 
the President’s response, audible in all 
parts of the room. 


Open House. 

When Roosevelt really wants private 
conversation with any one he invites him to 
lunch or dinner, according to the hour, or 
when the time comes for a meal he is as 
likely as not to invite everyone who may 
be in the room to share it with him. The 
tax upon Mrs. Roosevelt's good nature is 
evident, for she never knows until the Pres- 
ident appears at the door of the dining room 
how many there may be to sit down at the 
table. 


The Quickness of his Mind. 

Roosevelt's mind works with marvellous 
quickness. Comment has been made time 
after time by men who have just met him 
upon this feature. His brain scems to 
jump ahead of the conversation, almost di- 

ing what is to come, and a ‘decision is 
frequently given hefore,the question has 
been completed. In thé same way he ab- 
sorbs information and he has set himself 
with all the vigour and determination of his, 
naturo to learn tho details of the govern- 
ment business from the heads that consti- 
tute his Cabinet. 


His Policy with the South 

He has already defined « policy towards 
the South that is new and striking. He pro- 
poses, he says, to make such federal ap- 
pointments there as he is called upon to 
make of men who are “capable, honest 
and have the confidence of the com- 
munities in which they live.” The South 
has suffered in this matter through the al- 
most unbroken tenure of office of the Re- 
publican party since the Civil War. It was 
the Republican party which gave them 
votes. It was natural then that the black 
man should have been practically a unit in 
support of the Republican party at the 
polls. It was as inevitable that the whito 
men of the South—ex-Confederates, cx- 
slave owners and leaders in social life— 
should be united as adherents of the Dem- 
ocratic party. The conditions then begun 
have existed with little change down to 
the present time. The South has been so 
unanimous in its support of the Democrat- 
ic party that it has long been known as the 
“solid South” and reckoned with as such. 
‘The votes of the white men when counted, 
either rightly or wrongly, have far out- 
numbered those of the blacks. The Repub- 


































































lican party could only hope by a slow 
growth to build up an opposition among 
the black voters that would eventually 
force recognition. Through all these years 
the South has been distinctly an agricul- 
tural region, but. well within the last de- 
cade manufactures have crept in and have 
found prosperity there. Conditions began 
to be not much dissimilar to those of tho 
North and East. The Spanish war camo 
on, was fought to a decisive victory and 
served to confirm again the actual union 
of the South with the other sections. Tho 
coling of the leaders of the South on the 
chief questions before the country came to 
be much like those of their northern 
brothers. Only the fact that tho blacks 
wero still Republicans and received Repub- 
lican protection kept the whites voting the 
Democratic ticket. 


Democratic Appointments, 


Now Roosevelt says that i he cannot 
find a Republican qualified in ability and 
integrity to perform tho duties of the fed~ 
eral office and a man who has the confid- 
ence of his community, he will appoint a 
Democrat. He has made his word good al~ 
ready in the naming of ex-Governor Jones 
of Alabama as a Judge in the Federal Dis 
trict Court. He has a second time made 
his word good by ignoriug the recommend- 
ion of the so-called Republican State o- 
ganisation of South Carolina and by ape 
pointing a man.whom it bad opposed. 


Principle the best Policy. 

From the standpoint of principle which 
undoubtedly is the single thing in Roose- 
velt’s mind, this course can receive nothing 
but praise. From the standpoint of party 
policy, too, it has its merits. ‘The Repub= 
lican party in the South has been but an- 
































other name for organisations whose chief 
objects are the allotment of the spoils of 
office which would naturally flow from a 
Republican national administration. Hay- 
ing in the national nominating conventions 
a power of numbers entirely out of pro 
portion to the Republican’ votes they 
would represent on election day, they havo 
constituted a difficult problem to reckon 
with. A comparatively large percentage 
could be bought to vote for any candidate 
and their presence and participation work 
ed for demoralisation. 

Encouraged, now, by Presidental recog- 
nition and encouraged more by President- 
ial Jisavowal of the present Southern Re- 
publican leaders, the better class of South- 
ern men may find it in the near futuro, 
socially as well as politically, possible and 
desirable to enroll themselves Republicans. 


AHigh Standard to be maintained. 

Roosevelt has served notice, as well, on 
northern Republicans that while ho will 
give ear to the recommendations of tho 
representatives of the States in Congress, 
yet the men recommended must come up to 
'a high standard of capability and honesty. 


President McKinley's Estate. 


‘The inventory of the late President Mc- 
Kinley’s estate shows that Mrs inley 
is axsured of a comfortable income fer life. 
Including life insurance the estate figures 
up about $150,000. Congress will” un- 
doubtedly wrant her an annual pension of 
$5,000 for life, in accordance with the pre- 
cedent set in the cases of Mrs. Grant and 
Mrs. Garfield. Altogether it is probable 
that she will have about $13,000 a ye: 
It is significant of President McKinley's 
scrupulous regard for honesty that almost 
all the money he left was in each, deposited 
in banks. He had refused to invest it in 
stocks of any company o7 even in govern. 
ment bonds lest he should be charged with 
accepting the unusual opportunities for 
investment which his position and his offi- 
cial knowledge would give. 
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The Health of his Widow. 
‘Mrs. McKinley's physical condition con- 
tinues to improve, and she is even better 
than the most sanguine had dared to hope. 
She makes it a practice to take several 
drives during the course of each 
always to her husband's tomb.

the week beginning October 28. Having 
in mind that the chief satisfaction which 
men of his typo have is in the notoriety, 
the newspaper notice which they receive 
as a result of their acts, the authorities 
have used every endeavour to keep detailed 
knowledge of his prison life away from the 
public. “The newspapers, with commend- 
able spirit, have fallen in line with this 
idea and little reference is made to the 
assassin, As a matter of fact, he takes his 
prospective fate calmly, sleeps well and 
eats raverusly, as he has from the 
beginning. Thousands of letters have been 
received ut the prison addressed to him, 
some from fellow-Anarchists whe express 
admiration fer him, some from enthusiastic 
jgious Workers who seek to convert: him, 
and’ some from men and women whose 
indignation prompts them to write him 
what they would do to him if they only 
ad the chance. Flowers in great numbers 
have also been sent for him, but neither 
letters nor flowers are allowed to reach 
him. More than a thousand applications 
have been received of men who want to he 
present at the time of electrocution, but 
the law limits the number to twenty-six. 
leaving to the warden of the prison the 
choice of those.

MISSIONARY WORK IN 
SHANGHAI, 

‘To the Editor of the 
Nonru-Curxa Dany News.” 

Dear Sin,—At the last meeting of the 
Shanghai Missionary Association a paper 
on Shanghai and its Evangelistic work was 
read, tho substance of which will doubtless 
prove of interest to your readers, more 
especially as complaint is often made that 
the lay public are not as familiar with 

doing in this line as they might 

be if kept informed by the clericals. 

‘There are twelve Missionary Societ 
represented in Shanghai, besides the Agen- 
cies of the two Bible Socicties (the Ameri- 
can and the British and Forcign), the Dif- 
fusion Society, the Missionary Home on 
Quinsan Road, the China Inland Mission 
headquarters, 'Y.M.C.A., and  indepen- 
dent workers. 

‘The Gospel is preached in thirty-six 
chapels, distributed as follows :— 
In the walled city 
Around the city and in the Frenel

In Hongkew and suburhs 

‘There are thirty out 
Shanghai which are Visited by missionarics, 
or have native evangelists, or both. 

In October there were one hiundred and 
five missionaries in Shanghai of whom for- 
ty were male and sixty-five female. It is 
understood that many who are stationed 
here have no direct work among Shanghai 
people, but are working for the entire em- 
pire, e-g., those engaged in literary work, 
printing, head offices, Bible distcibution, 
ete. 

To purely evangelistic work twenty work- 





















3 ers give their whole time, and twenty a 


part of their time. These hold one lun- 
dred and twenty-seven scrvices per week, 
or four hundred and forty-eight per month 
Supposing that these services are conduct- 
ed on the average ten months in the year, 
we have annually four thousand four hun- 
dred and forty-vight meetings at which the 
Chinese are exhorted to repent and believe 
the Gospel. 

But this only takes account of the foreign 
workers. There are besides eighty men 
and thirty-eight women (natives), a to- 
tal of ‘one hundred and eighteen, 
seventy-four of whom give all their time to 
preaching. Twenty-six give part of their 
timo to that work, conducting one hundred 
and seventy-three services per week in 
Shanghai and sixty-seven round about, giv- 
ing a total of eight hundred and eighty ser- 
vices per month, or cight thousand eight 
hundred per year of ten months. 

The following results from this work in 
and about Shanghai may be seen.

A Possible Danger. 

Readers of these columns will perhaps 
remember that the notorious ex-Governor 
ef Hupeb, Yii Yin-lin, a devoted follower 
of the cqually notorious Kang Yi and Li 
Ping-héng of Box. fame, had an audience 
of the Empress Dowager a fortnight ago 
at Loyang, and that he had been most 
favourably received by her. Later news 
from Honan to hand now states that it is 
quite probable that this reactionary 
will be appointed by the “Throne,” i.c., 
the Empress Dowager, to be * Special Im- 
perial Commissioner and Inspector-General 
of Yangtze Defences,” in other words, to 
become a second Li Ping-héng and ‘the 
bane of reform and the Yangtze Viceroys 
and Governors.

Statesman. 

The Tientsin  Joh-jch Sin-wén™ states 
that when news was received of the death 
of the late Viceroy Li Hung-chang at 'Tieu- 
tein, H.E.'s sudden demise came upon hi 
friends and partisans in that city like the 
shock of acute personal bereavement. 
HLE. had been so often reported seriously 
ill and had as often revived that his parti- 
suns felt almost certain that there was still 
left to their powerful Patron another lease 
of, at least, ten more years of life. 
Hence, near’ as Tientsin was to Peking 
people’ in the former place were just as 
much surprised to hear of the late Viceroy’s 
demiso as those in the furthest confines of 
the Empire approachable by tne telegraph. 
‘Thero was universal mourning amongst 
the late Viceroy’s friends and partisans, 
merchants and officials, at Tientsin and so 
great was his influence over them that 
trade was suxpended amongst the former 
for three days, during which the latter 
postponed all dinners and festive celebra~ 
tions that had been arranged to take place 
at that time, due, of course, to ignorance 
that the end of their Leader was so near. 
At Peking, also, it is stated, the number 
of people who called at the private resi- 
dence of the late Viceroy at Chungpu 
Btreet, as soon as it became known that 
FLE. was dead, amounted to over 800— 
these were personal friends and proté 
whilst those who presented themselves at 
Hesienliang temple—the official headquar- 
ters of the Viceroy—for the same purpose, 
namely, to offer condolences and helo to 
the bereaved family, numbered it is report- 
ed up to a couple of thousand. This 
is only a native way of expressine to 
friends that those who mourned fer their 
Patron at Peking numbered a very con- 
siderable party. :

In a way Iam sorry to prick the popu- 
lar idea about Siberia. That idea is more 
dramatic than the actual condition. Si- 
beria to that useful but ill-informed indi- 
vidual “the man in the street’ is a bor- 
rible stretch of frigid desert, dotted with 
gaunt prison houses and the tracks over 
the steppes are marked with the bones of 
exiles, who have died beneath the weight 
of chains, starvation and the inhospitable 
treatment of savage Russian soldiers! 

We Britishers love to sup on_ horrors. 
An Armenian atrocity, the life of Captain 
Dreyfus on Devil’s Island, the slow death 
of men chained to barrows in Siberian 
mines, all that is gruesome and cruel, thrill 
us, It is the convict life of Siberia—so 
contrary to all that we enlightened ones of 
the West think right—that we have had 
depicted luridly in books of travel, maga- 
zine articles, novels and melodramas. Lat- 
er on I hope io visit some of these Siberian 
prisons and what I see there I will write 
down. But just now I want to wipe from 
the public mind the fallacy that Siberia is 
itself a yehenna-like region. 

Away north where the and borders the 
Arctic there is no vegetation but moss and 
lichen. Beneath that is the great forest 
zone, a belt of dense woods two thousand 
miles wide, running east and west across 
Asia. But’further south is the agricul- 
tural region, through which I am travelling 
and which the Russian authorities ‘seem 
anduntly anxious to develop.

Yet in 
all the towns T have visited people said: 
“Why do you come here in the summer 
when our roads are 20 dusty ? It is in winter 
we have a good time. It is cold, 30 degrees 
of frost. but you don’t feel it ‘much for it 
is so dry and the air so still. ‘The sky is 
cloudless for a month at a time. Then the 
sledging—ah it is when the sledging is in 
full swing you should see a Siberian town!” 
What has imuch impressed me since I 
crossed the Urals is that the human race 
—berond a few thin migratory tribes— 
should not have flourished more in this 
land. Now, however, since the opening 
of the railway, the Russian Government is 
almost going on its knees to induce Europ- 
ean Russians, who on the sonthern sandy 
steppes find it so hard to make both ends 
meet, to emigrate to Siberia. 

Enropean Russia is thinly enough popu- 
lated in all truth. But the parts ood 
enouzh for cultivation are under peasant 
proprietorship and a father’s land is divid- 
ed among the sons so each generation has 
a smaller and smaller piece of ground to 
nurture. The more venturesome haro 
their eres on Siberia where they hope a 
less starvation lifo is to be got. As I des- 
cribed in a former article there has been

‘a steady flood of immigrants to this side 
of the Urals. On some of the trains are 
fourth-class carriages, about as bare as a 
guard's van on au English goods train and 
as Jacking in luxury. Bat the absenco of 
cushions and lavatory accomodation does 
not, I fancy, trouble these new comers, 
‘Most of them have a stolid content. ‘They 
pay about a shilling fare per hundred 
miles. In case of need the Government 
will make an advance.of £10 without inter- 
est. 

‘A Russian who desires to emigrate here 
must get permission from the authorities, 
The permission is necessary for land has 
to be allotted and arrangements made for 
Stato officials to conduct the parties. For 
the first three years no immigrant is called 
upon to pay taxes. In western Siberia a 
grant of some thirty-two English squaro 
miles is made to every man and in some 
cases there is an additional grant of six 
miles of forest. In central Siberia the ex- 
tent of the grant is determined by the qual- 
ity of land. 

‘As the settlers are practically State ten- 
ants, sale and mortgage of land is forbid- 
den. If an immigrant has a little monoy 
and wants to purchase a particular strip 
ho can do so on paltry terms. Near tho 
large towns the cost for a square verst (a 
verst is about two-thirds of a mile) ranges 
from 10s. to 12s. whilst in other places 
xood Jand can be bought: for Gs, a verst. 
The buyer must deposit half the sum in 
the local treasury. This ensures the de- 
livery of the land for three years, use or 
ptofit. Full proprictorship is obtained by 
the buyer spending, on plant and work 
ing, a sum not less than twico the cost of 
allotment. From 1893 to last year 19, 
00,000 acres of Stato land in” western 
Siberia were transformed into immigration 
plots. 

May is the month when the tide of im- 
migration sets in. As Russian red tapo 
is quite as slow unwinding as elsewhere 
there are often huge crowds of emigrants 
at stations, thousands even, waiting for 
days till they can be conducted to their 
plots. Naturally enough there is misery 
among the ignorant immigrants who get 
dumped in a particular district knowing 
little about the climate or the soil. So the 
Government, have appointed Commissions 
of Enquiry though ucither the immigrant or 
those already settled have any voice, Fur- 
ther, there has been organised amoug Rus- 
sian philanthropists a relief committee 
which has representatives at thirty stations 
where immigrants chiefly stop and these 
men give advice to the discouraged and 
sick. 

I confess to being amazed at the induce- 

ments held out so that Siberia may 
be speedily peopled. At every sta- 
tion is the big steaming samovar so 
that hot water may be obtained for 
the constant cecupation of tea drinking. 
At every station also is a big chest of med- 
ical appliances and there is always an off- 
cial who must know how to render first aid 
to the injured. Food for children, sick per- 
sons and indigent may be got free. Other 
immigrants buy their food at cost price. On 
arriving at their destination tho immi- 
grants Wil receive seed from the Gorern- 
ment for next to nothing. Tools may be 
bought on easy terms. 
‘owhere in the United States—and Si- 
beria is frequently alluded to as the new 
America—have I scen such an expanse of 
magnificent agricultural land waiting for 
man and his plough. And yet there is 
small prospect for generations to come that 
Siberia through Russian farmers will give 
of its teeming abundance to the rest of the 
world. 

The fact is the Russian is one of the 
worst farmers on the face of the earth. Tt 
is probably the strong strain of the Tartar 
in him that makes him indolent. He is cer- 
tainly no born agriculturalist. Catherine 
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the Second recognised this a bundred 
years ago when ste invited German colon- 
ists to settle in Southern Russia hoping 
their example would have effect on the 
Russian themselves. Five years ago 1 went 
through this colonised region. Compared 
with Siberia it is a wilderness. The Ger- 
man villages however were neat ond clean. 
‘There was frugality among the people. 
Tho farms might yield little but they were 
eared for, properly tilled and all fenced. 
‘The Russian villages were masses of filth 
and misery. ‘The houses were dirty and 
turned one’s stomach ; all the farm build- 
ings were in a state of decrepitude and if 
a tence broke it remained broken. The 
land was neglected and gave a wretched 
return, There was sloth everywhere. 

It always struck me that ‘the moujik 
cared for nothing but animal satisfaction, 
enough food for the day and enough ko- 
pecks so he might get drunk with vodki on 
the Sunday. 

‘The Government is acting benevolently 
to the Siberian settlers by buying American. 
agricultural macbinery and. revelling on 
easy instalment terms. But the immigrant 
lacks energy. First of all ho won't live on 
a farm three, five or ten miles from any- 
body else. He insists on living in a village 
or town, though his farm may be thirty 
miles away. He tills a streteh of cround, 
sows wheat, but he never thinks of 














reaping till’ it is dead ripe; when 
ho cuts with a hand sickle ‘and balf 
tho food stuff rots in the rains. 


When he has used up one piece of 
ground, he moves to another. He doesn’t 
understand manuring. He doesn’t look 
forward to tho next year or the year 
after. As a rule ho has no desire to grov 
rich. To get through life with as little 
trouble as ho can seems his only ambition. 

‘The farmers are, of course, all of the old 
serf class. ‘They have behind them an 
ancestry little removed from slaves, with 
nothing to mark them from beasts of bur- 
den but their speech. From such people 
a bright and intelligent yeoman class is 
not to be expected. Every crowd of mou- 
jiks T camo across had the same sluggish, 
bullish, coarse expressions. ‘The Guvern- 
Tent are trying to educate the settlers 
into the advantages of modern appliances. 
But when all that is done a will give 
but the scrapings of its wealth, for no 
Government and no machinery can alter 
tho character of a race. And the great 
block to development for generations will 
be that the Russians have not the real 
ties of agriculturists, 
" as I travel through this land 
and look at its possibilities I find myself 
muttering “Oh for a hundred families of 
my own north-country yeomen to settle 
here to show what can’ be done and in half
